Abortion protester: 
I was assaulted 


“She grabbed me by both of my 
shoulders, and she simply, really, 
pitched me across the sidewalk.” 

That’s how Donna Durning de- 
scribed her unknown attacker, a wom- 
an in her 20s, who she says pushed her 
so hard on April 1 outside the EMW 
Women’s Surgical Center that Durning 
broke her leg and cut her head. Durning 
said she was passing out a card fora cri- 
sis pregnancy center when the woman 
walked out and shoved her down. 

Louisville Metro Police say they are 
investigating to determine if charges 
should be filed. 

Abortion-rights advocates said it 
was evidence that a buffer zone is 
needed around the clinic entrance to 
separate patrons and protesters.

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Mueller says campaign saw 
benefit of Russian actions, 
but conspiracy not established 


Special counsel Robert Mueller’s two-year inves- 
tigation into Russian election meddling produced a 
trove of new details that described a president and 
his associates on the cusp of violating the law in 
their attempts to benefit from the Kremlin’s activ- 
ities and in trying to thwart the inquiries that fol- 
lowed. The Russian efforts were found to be wide- 
ranging. 

But investigators did not find evidence that the 


Trump team’s conduct amounted to a crime, Muell- 
er said in the report revealed Thursday. 

The nearly 400-page report concludes that “the 
investigation did not establish that members of the 
Trump Campaign conspired or coordinated with 
the Russian Government in its election interference 
activities.”
